AND) MOVIES 


STATE DEPT, MAKING OFFICIAL 
INSPECTION. 


Tue State Department of Phblic 
Safety is pushing the work of freeing 
every school house and - motion pic- 


‘land; Dr. F. G. Bonser of Columbis 


ture theatre in Michigan from fire haz- 
erds which might endanger the lives 
of the occupants. This work was one 
of the most important duties assigne, 
the Department by the last Legisla- 
ture in the development of the policy 
cf Governor Groesbeck to consolidate 
inspections and similar activities a. 
much as possible to reduce the num. 
Ler of inspectors sent yut through the 
State. 

District inspectora and uniformec 
men of the State Police are now en 
gaged in tue regular fall inspection 
of schools and movie theatres. A 
representative of the Department wil, 
bersonally visit every school and show 
house in the State, having with him 
cata covering the 1921 inspection: 
from which he will make a compari- 
Son to see that all improvements rec- 
ommended at the time of the last in- 
spection have been made and that un- 
necessary accumulation of litter 
about the building since that time has 
been removed. 

It is stated that reports show most 

of the scuools ang movies were ir. 
good condition at the time of the last 
inspection. There were, of course, it 
is explained, some instances where the 
heads of schcols became negligent, in 
the matter of protecting their pupils 
from the dangers of fire and where 
tne manager of a picture theatre fail- 
ed to comply with the orders of the 
Department, 
_ The inspections of the schoo) build- 
ing will have to do with the conditior 
of waste accumulation in the cellars, 
how tue doors are fastened, construc. 
tion of stairways, location of fire es- 
capes, and the condition of the electri. 
cal alarm equipment and ‘fire fighting 
equipment. A great deal of attention 
is paid to the fire drills in the schools 
Every school is required by law to 
have a system of fire drills and alarm, 
that meet the requirements. Surprise 
drills will be required by the inspect- 
ors in the schools at odd times to keey 
the pupils posted on this preventior. 
of accident and possible death result- 
ing froma fire. Fire alarms .are now 
installed in some schools which are 
of such construction that the excuse 
tuat the alarm did not work cannot 
be given. An automatic arrangement 
causes the alarm to ring when it ie 
out of order, notifying school attend- 
ants of the need of attention. The 
State law with regar, to fire drills in 
school says: 

“It shall be the duty of the State 
Yire Marshal and Deputy and Assist. 
tnt Fire Marsnsa) to require teachere 
of public and private schools and ed- 
ucational institutions to have one fire 
drill each morth and to keep all doors 
and exits unlocked during schoo! 
hours, and it shall be the duty of such 
teachers to coinply with these require. 
ments.” 

Failure to :omply with this section 
of the iaw is made a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine or imprisonment.

While Italian and British Delegates

London—A new crisis arose in the 
Near Eastern situation, which had 
seemed on a fair way to settlement. 

The armistice conference of Allied, 
Greek and Turkish military leaders 
at Mudanit was adjourned suddenly

Morton M. David, Adjutant of Cole 
rado Department, Gives Up Prac- 
tice to Ald Unfortunates. 

Back there early in 1918 when the 
boys were straggling back as indtvid- 
uals, or cofning 
in groups or as 
outfits, home from 
war, a “buddy” in 
Colorado started 
in lining them up 
as members ot 
the American Le- 
gion. He was ove 
of five others who 
gaw the need of 
Q great organiza- 
thon of former 
service men to 
solve the prob- 


‘lems of reconstruction for the future, 


end to guard the interests of the men 
who, served and in serving gave up 
health and the ability to cumpete suc 
cessfully with normal men. 

And the “buddy’—-Morton M. David, 
adjutant of the Colorado department of 
the American Legion—has been on the 
job since. He gave up his law practice 
to devote all his time to legion affairs. 
And since he did so he has handled, 
hundreds of legal cases for former sok 
dlers—without pay. He handles only 
those of men who have not the money 
to employ a lawyer, and the character 
of the cases has ranged from sutts to 
recover property lost by too much falth 
in some who remained at home, by 
boys who went, to divorce cases where 
the separation seemed justified. 

“The war is not over,” Mr. David 
has told his buddies, when urged to 
give more time to his own work, “there 
ig yet the big fight to win—the fight 
for the hospitalization and rehabilita- 
tion of our disabled, and for justice 
for those who served and escaped 
physical disabilities. I can afford to 
give a few years of my life to the 
American Legion—I’m young yet.” 

The Colorado department has had a 
remarkable growth since the little 
group of five initlated its organization, 
And it bousts—every department can 
boast of one or a score of like spirita— 
of the efforts of its adjutant, who 
works fram ten to sixteen hours a day 
for the American Legion. Legtonnaires

Wife of Famous Marshal Tells of 
Appreciation of Gift to -French

A gracious and appreciative letter 
from Mme. Ferdinand Foch has been 
received by subscribers to the Amer- 
fean Legion Mission Freneh War Or- 
phans' Fund. expressing her and Mar- 
shit Foch’s thanks for a gift of $5,000, 
which is to be used for the rearing 
and edueating of five little French 

War orphans. 

A Faris draft for 61,199.52 francs 
was presented to Marshal Foch by 
Legionnaires on the eve of his de 
parture for France last December, 
after a tour of the United States as 
the guest of the American Legion. 
This money was to be used to adopt 
five war orphans, The marshal and 
Madame Foch selected five poor 
daughters of officers killed in the serv- 
fee. They have taken for each of the 
ehildren bonds worth 12,000 francs 
each. The children cannot touch the 
bonds: until they are of age, hut the 
{Income from’ these will be paid the 
children each year. 


“The mothers of the children adopt- 
ed,” said Madame Foch, in her letter 
of thanks to the Legion, “have noth- 
ing but what thelr own badly paid 
work brings them and they have no 
hope of any other pecuninry ald, 

“T tell you the joy of these fam- 
flles would be difficult to describe.

The American 
Legion has done a beautiful and

SELECTION OF DAIRY HEIFER 


Head Is Excellent Index to Breeding, 
Quality and Value of Animal— 
Other Points. 


A great amount of ‘nformation can 
be obtained from a study of the head 
of the helfer calf. The head is an ex- 
cellent index to the breeding, quality 
and value of the animal. ‘The eye 
should be large, bright, clear, indlcat- 
ing good health; the face should be 
medium in length, free from flesbiness, 
showing an expression which the true 
dairyman cunuot refrain from calling 
“sweet”; the nostrils large and well 
dilated to allow for the entrance of 
plenty of alr; the muzzle large and 
broad, indicating a good feeder, and 
the Jaw should be strong. 

The constitution can be judged in 
part by standing In front of the heifer 
calf. We do not like a calf that stands 
with the frout legs close together. This 
is an indication of poor constitution. 
The legs should be straight and wide 
apert, making room for a wide chest 
fluor. : 

The calf should be examined next 
from the side. The neck should be 
neat, slim and medium In length A 
short, thick neck {s desired on the beef 
apimal, but upon the dairy animal 
it is never assoclated with good dairy 
type or high milk production, The 
neck should blend neatly into the 
shoulder which should be rather spure 
in flesh and come to a point at the 
withers,

CLEANING MILKING MACHINES 


Suggestions Prepared by Dr. A. F. 
Hanna for California Department 
of Agriculture. 


The folowing suggestions for clean- 
ing milking machines were prepared 
by Dr. A. F. Hanna, field veterinarian 
for the Callfornia department of agri- 
culture: 

1, When through milking run warm 
water throwet tubes. 

2. Thoroughly brush with hot water 
and washing compound all parts with 
which the milk comes in contact. 

3.—Place tubes, ete, in water which 
has reached the bolling point and per- 
mit them to cemain therein for 30 to 
GO minutes. Do not resort to further 


boiling, 
4. Place tubes, ete, In brine and 
chloride of linte setution and drain 


three to five minutes before the next 


milking period. They will then be 
reydy for use,
